I tliink it appropriate to corifirw the fact that dissolution of 
the organisation was ordered in Ua^ of 19^2a 'Die deoieion to dissolve 
the organisation was teado becauae of conviction on the part of the U»S* 
authorities that because oi' tho greatly improved ndlitary position of Wi* 
Western Powers the maintenance of a paratailltary organisation priiBarl]y 
deaisned to aaelat Qeman natlonola in dofendieg themselves against the 
eontinfenc/ of occupation of their country ^ an armed aggjreeaor was no 
longer essential* ^'oreover the U*S. authorities believed that continued 
support of svdi an organisation in i^st Germany was no longer consistent 
with V*S. policy of recognising the sovet^ign responsibilities of the 
Federal Republic. 

6* Despite reports in the press to the contrary, I have so far aeon 
no evidence, as a result of the dclibarations of the joint German American 
conmlssion constitiitod to investigate this case or othendse.
